'(P)—Two white youths and a large 
‘negro, all bearing evidence of rough 


handling by angry crowds, tonight 
received Michigan's severest penalty 
for the torch murder of two young 
couples on a lonely road last Tues- 
day. 

The sentences, four life imprison- 
ment terms for each man, not to run 
concurrently, were impaqsed 3 hours 
and 20 minutes after the trio had 
confessed the crime which aroused 
this quiet university community. 

Ten minutes less than six hours 
after the confession the three men 
were safely behind the strong walls 
of Michigan state prison at Jackson, 
38 miles away. 

Judge George W. Sample, before 
passing sentence, heard two of the 
prisoners—Fred Smith, 22, and Frank 
| Oliver, 19—tell how they, with their 
accomplice, David Blackstone, 33, nes 
gro, killed the young people, trans- 
ported their bodies several miles in 
an automobile, and then set fire to 
the car and the bodies. 

Robbery was the motive of the at- 
tack; the prisoners said, although 
Smith added that Blackstone assaulted 
one of the girls, Anna May Harrison.

France has now a circulating li- 
brary that really does circulate, since 
it consists of a bookshop and lendinge 
library on wheels, which has been 
given the name of Bibliobus. The first 
Bibliobus was introduced under the 
auspices of the National Association 
of k Publishers. It consists of a 
handsomely appointed motor-lorry, 
with a series of shelves inside .and 
out, permitting a complete display of 
the works carried. France has per- 
haps more book shops than any coun- 
try in the world, more secondhand 
book sellers, more book stalls and few- 
er libraries. ia 

Here great Bibliotheque Nationale 
is the world’s greatest library, but to 
use its books requires a special knowl- 
edge of library red tape and the pos- 
session of untold stores of patience, 
remarks a correspondent of the Brit- 
ish United Press. The Bibliobus is 
different. It is to penetrate into the 
farthest regions of France and the 
colonies, lending and selling books. 
While exact plans are not yet _deter- 
mined, it is believed that the Biblio- 
bus will keep to regular routes, stim- 
ulate interest on books by lending 
them, and, later offering for sale any 
book the borrower likes to keep.

Some Salient Suggestions in the Interest of 
Humanity and Health. 


Since I returned to my treadmill 
after taking “time out” to look and 
listen around the nation’s capital, I

It is really 
very curious how 
concerned most 
persons are to get 
“jacked up” aft- 
er having neg- 
lected or abused 
their well-being 
in their mad 
rush to get pleas- 
ure or pelf. One wonders why the 
dickens they ever allowed their social 
ambitions or financial hunger to get 
them in their bad fixes, For, barring 
the effects of accidents, most of their 
ailments are the results of their own 
neglects. 

Good doctors, such as we have out 
there, would largely prefer to give 
timely examinations and conservative 
restorative treatments rather than to 
turn loose all their medicines and 
mechanisms on one who has neg- 
ligently worn out his physical bear- 
ings and is hitting on only one or 
two of his six cylinders. 

— 


One of Our Greatest Needs. 

It impresses me that one of our 
greatest popular needs in this coun- 
try is some sort of city and country 
“sick call” such’ as we have in the 
army and navy, and in the public 
schools in many states. 

_Soldiers, you know, must be kept 
fit for every duty and emergency 
of their service, so the bugle sounds 
the “sick call” every merning and 
those men who know they are not 
up to par in health and strength must 
report to the surgeons for examina- 
tion and treatment. 

» In many of the public schools there 
are clinics held almost daily by se- 
lect physicians and trained nurses, 
‘who pass the pupils under rigid exam- 
inations, and dispose of those needing 
either medical or surgical treatment 
to make the child strong, alert and 
educable. 

It would pay the states and na- 
tions great dividends to work a sys- 
tem by which all the people would 
be required to submit periodically to 
such health examinations. Such 
county health officers and visiting 
nurses as are in public service prove 
that statement beyond any rational 
contradiction. 

* ¢ *s 

Concern for the General Good. 
_Of course, few of us ever get ex- 
cited over the other fellow’s ailments, 
unless he owes us money, but there 
are certain common interest affecting 
the health of our neighbors that do 
concern us. 

Intercourse between communities is 
now so rapid and easy that an epi- 
demic or a plague almost anywhere 
on our continent may have a pro- 
ee personal interest for every one 
of us. 

There was a time in the past cen- 
tury when reported: yellow fever in 
Savannah or Brunswick would cause 
all Georgia, except Atlanta, to quake 
and bar the doors of the city and 
town. The breaking out of that

hangover of barbarism! 


“vellow jack” in New Orleans would 
quarantine guard the whole south and 
cause losses of commerce and [i- 
nance in the southern states running 
from fifty to five hundred million 
dollars. I can well remember that. 


But There Are Other Cases. 

Such big and disastrous epidemics 
are not anticipated in our time, The 
science of public health and the or- 
ganizations for its conservation, make 
them highly unexpectable. 

But there are other things affecting 
the health of our people that demand 
attention. 

For instance, a registered nurse 
from one of our most advanced Geor- 
gia communities, cites me to the mat- 
ter of corporal punishment in the pub- 
lie schools. 

She wants me and all other humane 
citizens to urge the legislature of the 
state to enact a plenary prohibition 
of such punishments in the -public 
schools of the entire state. 

She cites to me instances of the 
cruel and deleterious effeets of teach- 
er brutalities on.small children that 
have come under her knowledge in 
the course of her professional services. 
Some of them, which she can prove, 
are of a nature to revolt any ordinary 
soul. 

- * _ + 
Some Very Cruel Examples. 


She reports one case where a 6-year- 
old boy was whipped with a paddle 
an inch thick so severely that large 
black bruises remained across his 
hips for more than two weeks, 

A 10-year-old girl was whipped with 
two switches wrapped together and 
her father said he would not want 
one of his mules bruised up as his 
little girl was by that whipping. 

In another case, the superintendent, 
a college graduate, admitted before the 
county board that he held a high 
school girl by the hair of her head 
while whipping her. y 

Again, a 10-year-old child who had 
never been whipped before, was 
whipped so cruelly that he had _ to 
have medical attention and was confin- 
ed to bed with hot ‘applications to his 
wounds for a week. Stiffness and 
soreness developed in the muscles of 


his arm and shoulder, so that after 


six months he has not recovered good 
use of them. 

This lady is perfectly reliable and 
is earnest in her appeal for the abo- 
lition of corporal punishment in the 
schools.

The Practice Should Be Ended. 


For one, I am with her in her 
appeal and believe that the general 
assembly should hasten to make it a 
misdemeanor and an automatic revoca- 
tion of a teacher’s license whenever 
he or she resorts to the whipping of

There are other jurisdictions in 
America where whipping is not per- 
mitted to public school teachers, and 
their schools are as orderly and ef- 
ficient as ours.

A WORD WITH THE NEIGHBORS

Two teaspoonfuls of syrup of ipe- 
cac for tho child with an attack of 
croup. is an old reliable emergency 
remedy. This is an emetic, which acts 
in perhaps 10 minutes. The vomit- 
ing relaxes the spasm of the throat 
or laryngeal muscles, and that’s equiv- 
alent to relieving the croup. 

In the halcyon days when [ was far 
poorer than most of the riffraff who 
seek what they call “birth control 
information on the ground of poverty, 
the baby staged an attack of croup 
one cold night when I was away giv- 
ing my blood to a deadbeat. She was 
pretty sick when I arrived home. I 
asked mother to wrap her in a blan- 
ket, and then I sat with the baby in 
my arms, in the open window. It 
was only a few minutes before the 
best of all sedatives for irritation in 
the larynx, clear cold moist night 
air, had brought complete relief, and 
the baby fell off to sleep the rest of 
the night. But you see, we had no 
uncles and aunts milling around, the 
baby’s ma was a trained nurse and 
—at that time—she always did what 
the doctor ordered without question. 
As for our neighbors, you may be sure 
they had learned to let our household 
emergencies severely alone. _ 

What is a poor parent going to do 
when a child throws a spell of croup 
and there is no nice cold night air 
available? | 

The second best emergency measure, 
in my judgment, and in this I give 
you only my own experience, is a co 
moist compress upon the whole front 
surface of the neck. Wring out a few 
yards of gauze (cheesecloth) in ice 
water or the coldest water you can 
get, and apply it in many folds to 
the neck, and cover with any dry 
cloth, oiled silk, rubber dam. Change 
the compress, putting on a fresh cold 
one, every five or ten minutes. If you 
have a suitable ice bag and ice, use 
that as a cover for the moist com- 
press, but don’t omit the wetting of 
the compress in any case. If the 
child vigorously resists this cold com- 
press treatment, then you'll have to 
use the alternative method, a hot or 
at least a very warm moist compress. 
Moist heat is sedative and relaxing, 
though not so effective as cold on 
the surface.

showing 7 cents to 77 cents setback. 

Overseas demand for North Ameri- 
can wheat was more active than of 
late, purchases today amounting to 
500,000 bushels in addition to 500.- 
000 bought yesterday. 

Much of the selling of corn today 
was based on a crop summary by a 
Chicago expert just returned from a 
1,000-mile trip through the corn belt. 
He said with normal conditions here- 
after the country’s yield of corn 
promised to be somewhat above the 
latest official forecast. Oats were 
steadied by indications of a small 
crop. 

Provisions went lower with hog 
values. Meats, especially, acted 
heavy.

Minister MacDonald today informed

Although the government intends to 
keep the conservatives and liberals 
fully cognizant of its plans for meet- 
ing the emergency, it was understood 
that Mr. MacDonald and his col- 
leagues will take full responsibility 
for whatever proposals may be put 
forward. 

The cabinet economy committee— 
the “big five’—adjourned today until 
Monday after calling a general cabi- 
net meeting for Wednesday. 

‘hile no communique was issued 
after the committee had adjourned, it 
was reported on reliable authority 
‘two decisions had been reached: Next 
years budget must be balanced, and 
the principle to be applied is equal 
sacrifice and effort by every section 
of the community. 

These decisions were said to have 
been concurred in by Mr. MacDonald, 
Philip Snowden, chancellor of the ex- 
chequer; Athur Henderson, foreign 
secretary; J. H. Thomas, dominions 
secretary, and William Graham, sec- 
retary of the board of trade.
